NEW YORK, June 10.—Mrs, Wel- 
Hngton Koo, wife of the new

At the Supreme Court yesterday | 
{nu the presence of buth branghes 
of the legal profession ana oMicials 
of the Court, tributes were pala to 
the late Mr Phillip Jacks, former 
Pulsne Judge of Hongkong, who 
died in England on Wednesday 
where he wag living in retirement, 

The Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGregor, and the rwsne Juage, 
Mr, Justice P E. F Cressall, were 
on the Bench. 

The Chief Justice sald:—Last 
Saturday morning. I recelved the 
news of the death of Philip Jacks, 
who six years ago frettred after a 
long and honourable career in the 
public service of this Colony 

Jackg was « solicitor of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature in 
England when he came to Hong- 
kong in 1905 as Assistant Land 
Officer, and in the early years of 
his service his activities were con- 
fined to work In the Land Office 
with the exception of nine months 


which he ypent as Acting Crown 
Solicitor As Land Officer he 
cumpiled a Digest regarding the 
disposal and tenure of land Jn 
Hongkong which ts still of immense 
value to those engaged in land 
dealings und in conveyancing in 
the Colony. \ 
In Jan 1922. he was called to 
the Bar and in 1927, he first sat 
on the Bench as Acting Puisne 
Judge. From then until he retired 
on pension a great part of his 
ime was spent on judicial work. 
When I arrived in this Colony in 
Feb. 1934 Jacks was my first Puts- 
ne Judge and there and then began 
a friendship which TI valued high-~ 
ly. I think that the qualities that

most distinguished Jacks were his} 


unfailing courtesy and his great 
humanity. It seems only the other 
day that I received from him a 
long letter telling in detall how 
happy he was In his retirement in 
Weymouth where his chief preoc-

DRASTIC REFORM 

“Following gq drastic reform of 
(Parliamentary? representation 
| ttwelf.” he satd “I think socal re 
construction will be compelled to 
answer these essential demands: 
for a minimum social standard for 
everybody: for the public control 
of land, banking, and all essentla; 
services, for a complete reorganiza- 
tion of our educational system and 
the Civil Service; for a national | 
scheme of re-housing jand town 
Planning. for a progressive snnual 
tax on all property; for the 
abolition of all forms of privilege.” 
He then went on to say. “I believe 
sume of these reforms to be already 
starting on their way to meet us. I 
belleve many others, already exist 
Ing In the publle mind will not be 
lur behind.” 

ALREADY STARTING 


This 1s a wide and far reaching 
‘programme and the reason why I 
think Mr. Prtiestley’s words to be 
deserving of emphasis is that, as 
he says, these reforms are already 
Starling. It ts necessary for British | 
people who will be affected by 
tnese changes no less than people 
of other nationalities who look to 
Britaln to take a lead in creating 
a hew pattern of sucial existence 
In Eurepe, to realize that 1t is to 
the future we should look and look 
with confidence, turning our backs 
on the muddies and mistakes of 
the past and remembering them 
only for the lessons they teach of 
what not to do 

Britain has often been criticized 
for being an oligarchy masquerad- | 
ing as a democracy, but the truth 
4g that though Britain no more 
than any other country presents a 
perfect picture of democracy she 
has a system of realise the demo- 
cratic ideal. And 1 think it 1s worth 
while reminding you what the de- 
mocratic ideal 1s. 

DEMOCRATIC IDEAL 

It is a conviction that tndividual 
human beings matter most; that 
they matter more than the stae, or 
anything else at all. It is a bellet 
that everyone should have an 
equal chance to a reasonable de- 
velopment as an jndividual human 
being. It Is a belief that govern- 
ments should exist not only to be- 
nefit the peop'e but also to repre- 
sent them as g whole. 

Democracies, therefore, as they 
represent attempts to realise this 
ideal differ widely and can be more! 
or less perfect,

As soon as ‘the mistake was 
realised and crack Moscow troops 
were sent ta Finland, together 
with much of the best Russian 
Material, the capitulation of the 
Finns wag obtsined rapidly. 

Under similar conditions the 
,Germans would have done no bet- 
‘ter agamnst the tough Finns than 
the Russians had at first. True, 
the Russians were poorly led but 
this was the result of the many 
purges and the power held by 
politica! commissars. 

Stalin, reslising this, had re- 
organised hig army, dismissed the 
political commissars and put the 
\services on & more strictly mili- 
tary footing.
